At last notice 
was given that the pluee was about to 
be pulled down to make room for Boule- 
vard S.uut Germain. An indemnity of 
$50,000 w.is demanded, but 
refused, 


and the jury having decided thut §17,- 
500 was ample compensation, the owner 
grew despondent and declared he was 
a ruined man. A mouth' ago he asked 
permission to visit the old premises be- 
tore they were pulled down. His re- 
quest was granted, and nothing more 
was heard of him until the workmen 
found him hanging by the neck in the 
fatal room.
